DELAYS ARE DANGEROUS NOW 


Delegates Had Held One Meeting 
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WAS JUST "HELD" 


Reason to Rush It to the 
Council. 


Without Reconsidering the Bill 
and It Was Due at Upper House. 


A week's delay in the passage of the or- 
dinance authorizing a commission to in- 
vestigate and report on municipal garbage 
reduction was occasioned by the failure vf 
the bill in the shape it passed the House 
of Delegates to appear at the council 
chamber Tuesday evening for concurrence | 
in the house amendments. 

The council does not meet again until 
next Tuesday evening. As the proposeu 
muricipal reduction plant must be tn op- 
eration by November, 194, to be of service, 
every delay helps to make its estiblish- 
ment less probable and the possibility of 
the St. Louls Sanitary Co. securing another 
contract at its own price more likely. 

When the bill did not appear at the coun- 
cil chambers, the opinion was expressed by 
some of thore present that it was ‘“‘lost.” 
It was recalled that a garbage bill was 
“lost’’ once before at a critical time. It 
was during Mayor Ziegenhein's adminisira- 
tion that it was dropped by a negro boy 
while carrying it from one office to anoth- 
er in the City Hall arg afterwards found 
by a teamster in the etreet. 

As a matter of fact, however, the present 
garbage measure was locked up in the 
desk of a clerk of the House of Delegates 
and did not reach the council simply be- 
cause the clerk did not. send it. 

Joseph N. Judge. the clerk, stated to the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning that he 
did not hold the bill for any special reason 
but treated it Just as any other bill. 


Saw No Reason 
to Hurry the Bill. 


“IT had it in my desk with several other 
bills and intended to fix them up and send 
them all over to the councll together. 

“I Knew of no reason to hasten this gar- 
bage bill any more than any 6f the others. 
I was out of town for a few days and 
was not here yesterday. If I had been ! 
probably would have had the bills fixed 
up and they would have gone over last 
night. 

‘There is no foundation for the statement 
that the bill was ‘lost.’ It has been treated 
just like any other bill and handled just 
like any other since it has been in my 
charge. 

“Lusually bills are sent over ito the 
council after being passed by the house, 
as soon as possible after the time of re- 
consideration has passed. But there is no 
rule of the house providing exactly when 
they shall be sent over. 

‘The rules say they shall be kept by the 
clerk of the house until after the time for 
reonsideration has passed."’ 

The garbage bill passed the house a week 
ago tele night. Another meeting was 
held last Friday night and there Was no 
reconsideration moved That ended the 
time for a reconsideration and it was 
thought that the bill would reach Secretary 
Mockler of the council Tuesday afternoon. 


CIVIC IMPROVEMENT 
LEAGUE AIDS IN THE 
GARBAGE INVESTIGATION. 


The Civic Improvement League has tak- 
en an active part in the present investiga- 
tion of the garbage situation and has not 
only made earnest efforts to improve the 
local conditions as far as possible, but 
has also investigated the systems of garb- 
age collection and reduction in other large 
cities and given the public the benefit of 
its Investigations. 

Over a year ago the women members of 
the league formed a committee with repre- 
sentatives in them of important wards of 
the city, the object being to secure, if pos- 
sible, a better collection of garbage. 

The ward chairm formed large ward 
committees, and reports have been sent to 
the health department wherever vioiations 
of pertinent city ordinances were found. 

After this work had been carried on for 
over six months a public sanitation com- 
mittee was appointed from the male mem- 
bers of the league by the executive board 
to assist the women and to go a sicp 
farther and to investigate the present city 
ordinances and contracts dealing with the 
gurbagwe question and to enter into corre- 
spondence wiih cities in this and foreign 
countries. 

It has been the purpose of this league not 
so much to find fault, but to endeavor, if 
possible. to find out who is responsible for 
the faults, as much stress has been laid 
upon the faults of the householders as upon 
those of the contractors. 

The collection and disposal of garbaze is 
admirably worked out through the efforts 
of civic improvement leagues in such cities 
as Washington. Boston, Buffalo and many 
others The league hopes the plan will 
prove of very material benefit in St. Louis. 

While it is very evident that, notwfih- 
standing the efforts of the league, the prarb- 
axe situation in this city has not improved 
during the past year, the organization in- 
tends to keep up ite work.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The cup chab 
lenger, Shamrock III, and the defender, 
Reliance, met end to end in a dry dock 
in the\ Robins shipyard, Erie basin, yee 
terday afternoon, and Charlies D. Mower 
measured them to determine which was 
the larger under the rule of the New York 
Yacht Club for equalizing itmternationa] 
contestants for the America’s cup. 

The result of the measurement showed 
that the defender is s0 much larger than 
the challenger that she will have to allow 
her one minute and forty-five seconds is 
each of the series of races which will be 
gin tomorrow. 

The table of measurements shows that the 
Reliance is somewhat shorter on the tater 
line, but her sall area is the larger »y 
1832.48 square feet, and as sa!l means power 
she must very justly pay the penalty. 

When the time allowance was announced 
at the New York Yacht Club there was 
a difference of opinion as to the result 
among the experts who were assembled 
bere. Many experienced men thought 
that if the winds blows at from six to 
seven knots an hour over a lumpy sea to- 
morrow—thrt is to say [tn a breeze that 
would allow the yachts to cover the course 
just within the time limit—the Shamrock 
would have a chance to win the race. In 
any breeze etronger than that no one ex- 
cept the immediate partisans of Sir Thom- 
as Lipton thought Shamrock could have 
any chance whatever. 

The basis of the opinion that Shamrock 
Ill has a chance is, of course, her super- 
lority over Shamrock I in the trials of 
Sandy Hook. but there is one fact. hither- 
to unpublished, ing these trials, that 
—_ a most important bearing on the mat- 
er. 

ir Thomas Lipton admitted yesterday 
that Shamrock I been loaded with bal- 
last during these trials, so that her water 
length is greater than it was when she 
raced Columbia. He would not say how 
much longer she is. but there is reason 
to believe that she is about two feet long- 
er than when she met Colunrbia.

The moral cost is the corruption of the public service. The 
material cost is the practical advantage which is lost to the 
people whenever boodle transactions defeat a good measure or 
procure the passage of a bad one. 

The end of the one is anarchy and moral decay. The end 
of the other is squalid poverty and governmental imbecility. 

The cost of boodling is always heavy, and the burden rests 
directly or indirectly upon the community. 


In considering the future, disposal of garbage and refuse, 
it may be as well to keep in mind the fact that New York has 
a plant which incinerates 100 loads a day, and the heat created 
is converted into an 80-horse power current of electricity. 
This plant only runs eight hours, and it is calculated that with 
three shifts of eight hours each the burning refuse would yield 
a steady current of 100-horse power during the 24 hours, which 
would be sufficient to light all the public buildings in St. Louis. 
The city ought to make a profit from her refuse and garbage, 
instead of paying large sums yearly for someone else to do so.

A Trifle Ambiguous. 


While as citizens of an oppressed com- 
munity we rejoice in Judge Tracey's deci- 
sion setting free Mr. Beverly Warden who 
was arrested for stopping a car at the 
point of a revolver, there is an ambfguity 
in the learned jurist’s opinion as to the 
case, that may give us trouble in future. 
Judge Tracy holds that where a weapon is 
not pointed directly at a person, no assault 


has been committed, and inferentially, if 
we can induce @ motorman to stop for us 
by drawing a revolver and not pointing it 
at him, we may do so without penalty. We 
doubt the efficacy of such procedure now, 
since Mr. Warden's method has been made 
public. Motormen will observe that our 
revolvers are not pointed directly at them, 
and will not be bluffed into stopping their 
cars.

ELIOT'S VIEWS 
ON SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. Aug. 18.—The founder of 
the Columbia University School of Journol- 
iam early sought the counsel of President 
Eliot of Harvard as to the best method 
of perfecting through some great university 
the instruction and practice of journalism 
as a profession. President Eliot gave ear- 
nest thought to the ‘novel problem” and in 
one of his letters to Mr. Pulitzer’s repre- 
sentative he said: 


President 
Eliot’s Advice. 


“Harvard University, Cambridge, May 5. 
1903.—Dear Sir: I duly received your lette: 
of April 28 and also your memorandum 0! 
April 29, with an inclosure about a jour- 
nalistic department in the University 
Zurich. The contents of these letters in 
terest me very much. 

“What we should do if we had the mone) 
in hand would depend upon the amount t 
be invested in the general plan. If, for in- 
stance, the sum did not exceed $12,000, we 
should limit ourselves to engaging a new 
professor to attend especially to the wants 
of those students who were preparing fo: 
journalistic work. We should seek thi: 
gentleman, of course, among writers fo: 
the press—that is, among writers fo; 
the daily or weekly papers, or for th 
magazines. 

“If the sum were $500,000 we should us« 
part of it for the new professorship an 
part to equip the professor with all th 
materials which he could advantageousl;s 
use in giving his instruction. In all de 
partments of the university the teacher: 
need an equipment; if it be not apparatu: 
it is books and lantern slides and other 
objects which are exhibited to the classes 
during the lectures. 
vide him with an instructor and an asaist- 
ant, and if his classes were very large 
with several instructors and assistants— 
these younger men following up the stu- 
dents and enforcing the instruction given in 
the lectures. 

“There are several courses now given 
in Harvard College in which four in- 
structors are steadily employed for the 
purpose indicated, and the service of 
these younger men contributes very 
much to the efficiency and success of 
the older teachers. We should also be 
enabled with that sum to: add some 
courses specially adapted for journalists 
in the departments which are already 
organized in our faculty of arts and sci- 
ences, such, for instance, as the depart- 
ments of education, government, history 
and economics. To provide these courses 
pywe should either call on professors al- 
ready at work in those departments—in 
which case the courses they abandoned 
for the new employment would have to 
be given by additional instructors 
freshly appointed—or should provide 
special instructors for the new courses. 


Dr. Eliot’s 
Plan Outlined. 


“I inclose a memorandum of certain 
ubjects which would naturally be_ in- 


luded in a group of courses preparatory 
‘o a career in journalism. The list does 
not pretend to be exhaustive, nor to in- 
licate the precise division of the sub- 
jects into courses of instruction. Such a 
iivision into subjects and the relative 
imount of instruction to be given in 
each would depend upon the amount of 
the endowment, as well as upon careful 
:tudy to be given by experts to this 
novel problem—a problem which jis in 
many ways analogous to that which 
onfronted the pioneers in the sys- 
ematic academic training for the other 
professions. 

“If, now, the sum at our disposal were 
' million dollars, we should be enabled 
provide a building—probably to be 
called by the name of the giver, or by 
1 name chosen by him—in which the 
-tudents of journaiism should have pref- 
erence in the assignment of the rooms; 
ind to this hall would be attached rooms 
for common use, such as a reading room, 
vriting root, library, etc.; and to this 
ullding might also be attached the 
‘esidence of the professor in charge of 
he new department. You may assure 
vour friend that there would be not the 
least difficulty tn making appropriate 
‘nd profitable use of the income of any 
cum which he may wish to devote to 
che object he has in view. 

“If the sum should be used here at Har- 
.erd University, the project would have 
th: advantage of numerous courses appro- 
priate for young men who mean to be 
iournalists, which are already given at 
the university every year—such, for in- 
“tance, as courses on recent history, on 
he hist®Ory of education, on the literatures 
of all the principal nations, on writing 
English, on government, jurisprudence, 
‘iplomacy, sociology, finance, statistics, 
economics, ethics, psychology, the history 
of art and the principles of design. 

“T send you by this mail a list of the 
courses in arts and sciences to be offered 
bv the university next year, which will 
sive you some notion of the variety of 
instruction already avallable here for 
young men who mean to be journalists. 

“The advisory board to which you refer 
would be organized under our system by 
our board of overseers, which appoints a 
cormmittee to visit every one of our de- 
partments and to report upon its condi- 
lion and needs. I have malled to your 
address a copy of this year's catalogue of 
the university, in which (pages 288-2990) you 
will find a list of these committees. Tet 
me direct your attention to two sample 
eommittees; that on English literature and 
that on composition and rhetoric, near the 
top of page 290. Every one of the gentle- 
inen on the first committee named is an 
experienced author. On the second commit- 
tee Mr Charles Francis Adams is an expe- 
rienced author and Mr. George R. Nutter 
was formerly connected with our English 
department. and is now a lawyer in Ros- 
ton: Mr. Martin is a regular contributor 
to Harper's Weekly. and Mr. Hammond 
Lamont is on the staff of the New York 
Evening Post. 


The Advisory 
Board. 


“Such an advisory board as you suggest 
would be organizéd under our customs as 
a committee, and would, of course, be 
made up of newspaper and magazine men 
of experienes. 

“J did not Intend to Indicate in my for- 
mer letter that the instruction for tntend- 
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Harvard’s Distinguished Head Generously Approves the Gift 
to Columbia, and Suggests Courses of 
Study.

ing journalists should be post-graduate In- 
Struction. On the contrary, I supposed 
that the greater part of this instruction 
would be received by candidates for the 
degree of B. A. or B. 8., but that it might 
be continued in our graduate school. Let 
me point out also that this instruction 
might be made perfectly accessible to 
What we call ‘special students,’ who are 
not candidates for degrees at all. (See 
ages 336 and 337 of the Annual Catalogue). 
[t often turns out that these special stu- 
dents ultimately obtain a degree, but they 
are free to enter the university without 
being candidates for a degree at all. There 
would, therefore, be no difficulty at Har- 
verd in admitting to the instruction in 
Journalism students who had taken no 
previous college or scientific school course.

ADLY BATTLE 


In Family Feud at Doe Run One Is 
Killed and Another Danger- 
ously Wounded. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FARMINGTON, Mo., Aug. 19.—Two 
young farmers fought out a family quar- 
rel at Doe Run yesterday noon and as a 
result one is dead and the other dangerous- 
ly wounded. The appearance of the sheriff 
prevented further trouble between members 
of the familes. 

Tobe Francis, the wounded man, is only 


21 years old. Bleeding from half a dozen 
knife wounds, he ended the fight by shovot- 
ing and instantly killing Less Noss, against 
whom he had un gid Pgh ny His brother 
James Francis, od near and watched 
the fight, but dia not interfere. 

Both men are members of large families 
in St. Francis County, and the trouble 
between them is regarded as a family feud, 
although Ross’ life is the first to be sacri- 
ficed to it. There have been fights and 
arrests on both sides angi the fight yes- 
terday was the result of the arrest of Less 
and Wiliiam Ross, two weeks ago, for an 
assault on Tobe Francis. They were re- 
leas@® on bond a few days ago, pending 
the trial. 

Young Francis and his brother, James, 
then told their friends they were going to 
leave the country, adding that they in- 
tended to fix Ross before they went. 

At noon. yesterday they walked from Doe 
Run, where they had been spending the 
morning, to liivan’s saloon, one-half 
mile west of e town. As they left the 
saloon a few minutes later they met Ross 
in the road. s 

Tobe Francis at once renewed the quar- 
rel. 
“You got me the other day. Now I'm 
going to get you,’ bystanders heard him 
say. 

eee replied sharply and they quarreled 
a few minutes before the fight began. 
The fight was at first with fists and the 
men frequently clinched, struggling up and 
down the dusty road. Francis is a small 
man, while Ross was tall and: heavy. 

Finally Ross succeeded in drawing and 
opening a hunting knife. He stabbed Fran- 
eis quickly in the neck and breast and cut 
him over the right eye. 

Francis, almost at the same instant, 
drew a revolver, and, breaking away from 
the grasp in which Ross held him, fired 
three times. All the shots took effect and 
Ross wus killed instantiy. He was shot in 
the left side just below the ribs, in the 
right breast and in the right shoulder. 

When he fell, James Francis, who had 
stood by and watched the fight, went to 
the aid of his brother Tobe and assisted 
him tu Doe Run. Tobe was weak from loss 
of blood and part of the distance his 
brother had almost to carry him. 

In the meantime William Ross, who was 
at work nearby, had heard of the fight and 
hurried to his brother's assistance. Wits 
he found his body at Sullivan's saloon ‘he 
hurried on to Doe Run in pursuit of the 
Francis boys. 

James Francis had expected this and on 


ver and reloaded it. ‘He then assisted Tobe 
to the office of Dra. Graves and Gillies, 
and while they were dressing the wounds, 
walked back and forth on the street in 
front with the revolver in hand walUng [vr 
Willlam Ross. 

A fight between them was prevented by 
the arrival of Sheriff Murphy a few min- 
utes before Ross. He disarmed Francis 
and when Ross came disarmed him also. 

He then placed the two Francis brothers 
under arrest and locked them in jail. 

Less Ross’ body was | near the spot 
where it fell until the oor éner viewed it. 
A crowd. estimated at one thousand per- 
sonds. visited the scene. : 

After the arrest of the Francis boys, 
William Ross secured another revolver and 
walked about the streets during the after- 
noon. but further trouble did not occur. 

The coroner examined Less Ross’ body, 
and a verdict of death from gunshot 
wound inflicted by Tobe Francis was re- 
turned.

THEIR OLD FLAGS 


Soldiers of Forty Years Ago Meet and 
Parade in San Fran- 
cisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—The parade 
today of the veterans of the Grand Army 
of the Republic in this city will be remem- 
bered by the thousands of people who 
packed the streets along the line of march 
to witness it. Not a few of them recog- 
nized that for them this meant the passing 
of the heroes of many a, battle in defense 
of the Union for all time in a collective 
body so far as this city is concerned. De- 
void of all the pomp and panaply of the 
warlike host which marched tin all the 
pride of strength and youth in yesterday's 
parade, there was something pathetic In 
the thinned out ranks of the veterans who 
marched today which touched the hearts 
of all who saw them. 

With military precision these old soldiers 
of Vicksburg, Gettysburg and Appomattox 
marched under their old flaga 

Six survivors of the herolc Knapp’s 
Fennsylvania battery of Light artillery 
marched in the line and were warmly 
grected. This is the remnant of the 130 men 
of this regiment who were mustered out 
at the close of the war, and this is the 
first occasion the battery has paraded since 
they appeared in the historic grand review 
of the federal troo at Washington in 
May, 1865. This battery was at Chancel- 
lorsville, Fredericksburg and all through 
the Shenandoah Valley, concluding a Dril- 
liant record by marching with Sherman to 
the sea, entering Richmond later with 
Grant. 

Throughout, the parade was strictly mil- 
itary, no women, children nor grotesque 
costumes being permitted in the column. 
Only a few carriages were allowed, not ex- 
ceeding two to each department, and these 
were occupled by disabled veterans, driven 
in ali cases to the left of the columns of 
their respective departments, 

A hearty ea was extended to the 
ola soldiers along the line of march, each 
of the departments being cheered as it filed 
past.
